ceeding clear; and ithe Moon and Stars appeared in their. 
greateſt Luſtre ;. ſo that not having Patience to ſtay below, I 
went upon Deck with Friend H. and praifed Gop for his 
wonderful loving Kindneſs, in finging Pſalms, and gave 
Thanks for the Bleſſings, and aſked Pardon for the Offences 
of the Week, and then had a long Interceſſion. Gop grant 
1 may learn a Leſſon from this good Providence of Gop ; and 
the nearer 1 come to my Journey' s End, the quicker may my 
Pace be. 

It is worth coming from England, to ſee what we have 
beheld this Day. God be praiſed for all his Mercies. 

Sunday, February 19. Slept better to Night than I have a 
long while ; bleed be the Keeper of Iſrael. . Read Prayers in 
the great Cabin; was enlarged in expounding both the Leſ- 
ſons to the Soldiers ; and had Prayers, and preached one of 
the Sermons Gop enabled me to make fince F came on board, 


on open Deck in the Afternoon. All the Gentlemen attend- | 
ed, Benches were laid for the People, and the Ship failed 


ſmoothly, and the Weather was finer than I can exprefs; ſo 
that I know not where J have performed the Service more 
comfortably. And, indeed, I have been fo delighted theſe 
two Days, with our pleaſant failing, and the Promontaries all 
around us, that I could not avoid thanking Gop for calling 
me abroad, and ſtirring up all to praiſe him; J/ho by his 
Strength ſetteth faſt the Mountains, and is girded about with 
Power, © 

For theſe two Days our Ship has failed at the Rate of a 
Hundred and fixty Miles in twenty four Hours, and rode in 
Triumph direQly before the Wind, and caſt Anchor about 
Two in the Morning; till which Time, I ſat up on purpoſe 
to give Thanks in Gibraltar Haven. Oh that my Friends 
would therefore praiſe the Lord for his Goodneſs, and extoll him 
= the wonderful Warks Be doth for me, the legt of the Sons of 

en. 
How Providence will by pleaſed to diſpoſe of me here, FE 
cannot yet know; but I thought proper to ſend you this Ac- 
count of my mort Voyage already, to ſhew you how God

Went in the Afternoon on Shore 
to Gibraltar, and was unſpeakably delighted with the Proſpect 
of the Place. My Friend H. and I dined at an Inn, and 
went afterwards with Capt. W. and ſome other Company, to 
view one Side of the Fort, which to us ſeemed impregnable ; 
and at the Sight of it I could ſcarce avoid crying on, Who 

is ſo great a God as our God ? | 

The ſeeing Perſons of all Nations and Languages gave me 

great Pleaſure: And the Difference of the Value of their Mo- 
ney and ours, gave me Occaſion to reflect on the Stupidity of 
thoſe who place their Happineſs in that which has no intrin- 
ſicx Worth in itſelf, but only ſo much as we arbitrarily put 


upon it.

Monday, March 27. Laſt Night Gon was pleaſed to 
take away a black Boy of Captain J's after he had been 


ill of a violent Fever for ſome Days. — He was never. bap- 


tiſed, but T had a Commiſſion from his Maſter, who ſeemed 
much affected at his Death, to inſtruct, and baptiſe him, if 


it had pleaſed the Moſt High that he ſhould recover ; but 


Gop ſaw fit to order it otherwiſe. His holy Will be done. 
About Ten in the Morning he was wrapt up in a Hammock 


and thrown into the Sea. I could not read the Office over

but ſhe could not make him. Upon this, I bid the Child 
\kneel down before me, but he would not till I took hold of 
its two Feet and forced it down. I then bid it fay the Lord's 
Prayer, (being informed by his Mother he could fay it if he 
would) but he obſtinately refuſed, till at laſt after I had 
given it ſeveral Blows, it ſaid its Prayer as well as could be 
expected, and I gave it ſome Figs fora Rewari. And this 
ſame Child, tho” not above four Years of Age came to Night 
on Deck, when the other Children came to ſay their Prayers 
to my F. riend H. and burſt out into a Flood of Tears, and 
would not go away till he had ſaid his toa, I mention this 
as a Proof of the Neceſſity of early Correction. Children 
are ſenfible of it ſooner than Parents imagine. And if they 
would but have Refolution to break their Wills thoroughly 
when young, the Work of Converſion would be much ea- 
fier, and they would not be ſo troubled with perverſe Chil- 
dren when they are old.

Spent good Part of theſe two Days in 
mending my Nets. Had exceeding pleaſant Weather. Some 
more of the Sailors were convicted of Sin, and others ſend 
Notes to, be prayed for, and give Thanks as regularly as in 

any Pariſh. Bleſſed be Gop, we live very comfortably. 

April 12, or 13. To-day Captain V. caught a Dolphin 
which was moſt beautiful when drawn out of the Water, 
but its Colour ſoon changed. 7ſt ſo is Man; he flouriſhes 
for a little while, but when once Death cometh how quickly is 
Bis Beauty gone! A Chriſtian may learn a Leſſon of Inſtructi- 
on from every thing he meets with. 

April. 14. To-day, I could have wiſhed for ſome young 
Prodigals aboard the JYhitater, to ſee one of our Soldiers 
dying. Alas how did his Breaſt heave, his Heart pant, and 
great Drops of Sweat trickle down his Face! his Eyes 
looked ghaſtly, and the whole Man was in a bitter Agony. 
Captain W. went down between Decks with, me once or 
twice to ſee him. And I uſed the laſt Prayer ſeveral times. 
About Nine at Night he expired I fear without Hope, for he 
killed himſelf by drinking. Oh that all Drunkards would 
learn from him to be wiſe in time, and . conſt ider their 
latter End! 

April 15. This Morning I buried the dead Soldier in time 
of public Prayers, choſe proper Leſſons, and gave the Soldiers 
a ſuitable Exhortation; but I was ſo affected with a Senſe of 
the Miſery of fallen Man, that J could not rr with my 
uſual Vigour. 

 To-day was called in a burry to pray by one of the de- 
vout Soldiers who came from Gibraltar, and who was ſuppoſed 
to be expiring. I came, [I ſaw] and rejoiced in Spirit, for his 
Soul ſeemed full of Gop. Inſtead of being affrighted at the Ap- 
proach of the King of Terrors he welcomed it, and ſaid he 
was going to his dear Redemer; then he fell as it were into

Read Prayers and expounded. at Six i in 
the Morning, and preached to my own People: Then went 
and preached on board the Lightfoot ; ; and afterwards dined, 
read Prayers, and preached on board the Amy: Returned a- 
bout Five in the Evening to the Mhitater; read Prayers and 
preached, viſited the Sick, and went to Bed bleſſing Gop 
for the Strength of the Day. All the Officers continue ex- 
tremely kind, and ſeem ſtudious to oblige me all they can. 
The Good LORD reward them. a thouſand Fold! . 
This Evening I was ſent: for by a Sailor, who has been the 
moſt remarkable Swearer on board; and whom I in an eſpe- 
cial Manner warned about two Days ago, telling him, I be- 
lieved Gop would remarkably viſit him, as well as the others: 
He laughed, and ſaid he hoped not. But to-night he ſent. 
for me, trembling, and burning with a Fever, told me what 
grievous Sins he had been guilty of, and prayed moſt fervent- 
ly for Repentance. Two or three of the ſame Stamp have 
been taken in the ſame Manner. GOD. grant they may flee 
from the Wrath to come] Sinners muſt either bend or break. 
Tueſday, April 18. Was greatly delighted in. ſeeing two 
Water-ſpouts, which ran along for ſeveral Miles, and by the 
eſpecial Providence of Gop eſcaped us.
